the funds Congress has voted to arm them? 
Can we guarantee that agencies of our gov- 
ernment will not conspire to undermine 
Chiang Kai-Shek or Syngman Rhee or Viet 
Nam? 

If the great brains, who have abandoned 
news-paper work for pontificating, sow 
planned confusion or attack our pro-Amer- 
ican leaders, are we ready to meet them 
with better newspapers, better writers, 
better radio and television programs, or if 
necessary, by mimeograph machines in 
every block? The Chinese Communists have 
started four wars in Asia in the last ten 
years, with no penalty. The Red Chinese 
know they can never put down the Chinese 
on the Mainland, while the Chinese on For- 
mosa have an army. They will never be 
satisfied with less than total destruction of 
that army. They must destroy the armies of 
Korea and of Indo-China. They count on 
the aid of their supporters in our councils. 

Support of the armies of Free Asia is 
American policy, as destruction of these 
armies is Communist policy. 

The Communist regimes are weak and 
their people rebellious. The only strength 
they possess is the faction within the 
American government which puts the 
Soviet Union first. We must deal first with 
our own dual government. If we will or- 
ganize political action, to support the pro- 
Americans in our government and in pub- 
lic life, the world conflict will soon be over. 
We can win true peace for all the world if 
we will gird ourselves to defeat the enemy 
within.

Our for- 
bears were religiously and politically in- 
dividualists with national spirit. 
If we are to survive as a free people we 
must retain respect for individualism, 
rekindle the national spirit, and reject the 
ideology of collectivism and the welfare 
state, and any and all forms of world gov- 
ernment. 

Let us regain, preserve and pass on to 
our children, this heritage, the right to live, 
to worship, to enjoy all the blessings of 
Free Men and Women, by reaffirming our 
allegiance to the principals of our CON- 
STITUTION and BILL OF RIGHTS 

Let us determine to prevent any en- 
croachment on our right to govern our- 
selves by taking a resolute stand against the 
surrender of any of our rights as citizens of 
the United States, to any World Govern- 
ment or Super State. And let us also guard 
against the terrible danger of the substitu- 
tion of government by treaty, or executive 
agreements, for government by our own 
laws under the Constitution of the United 
States.

Under control 
of the United Nations military intelligence, 
which under the U. N. Chartar and the 
connivance of Alger Hiss, will be perman- 
ently in the hands of the Soviet Union, our 
men were denied the victory, their great 
commander recalled, and they were left in 
a death trap.

Our cen- 
tral purpose, therefore, is to preserve intact 
the sovereignty of the United States as an 
independent nation under the Constitution 
without limitation by treaty or Executive 
Agreements, or Super Government.
